Messrs Eoixons :— In reference to youi

Arcadlon is a convent Hitualed in a strong 
position in tbe D8partin"nt of luithynuioa. It 
was occupied all together by live hundred 
and forty persoca, three hundred and forty- 
three ul .vhom were women and obildren, 
l(;aving one hundred and ninety-seven men 
capable of benring arms. Coroneos does 
nut appear lo havo boeii in tbe place, as was 
iiienrieelly tin'orlud. 

Upon the '20th, .Musiapha Pacha loft luii 
head-quarters at 10|ii.suopi with 12,1)00 nien, 
and advanced upon tho convent, domaodiug 
tbe surrender of tbe garriaon.
